It is 40,600 
feet long and more than 22,000 barreis 
of cement will be in its construc- 
tion. It will be atleast a year before 
the conduit is completed. The main 
water supply of the city will then be 
brought all the way from the fllter 
beds to the reservoirs through this 
concrete pi Much seepage will 
be prevent and the water will de 
kept pure.

A unique feature to the ex- 
tension of the roads in the park is the 
plan to build the roadway above the 
buried pipe line from the south en- 
trance of the park northward. A wide 
bench on the hillside is made by the 
water department to carry dts pipe line 
and when the concrete has been buried 
the top can be used for a roadway. To 
date about $3000 has been expended in 
road building in Griffith Park. {

Building of Tonopah Railroad Ex-

The Arizona Daily Gazette says that 
a new railroad is being quietly pro- 
moted that will give Phoenix another 
outlet to the Coast. Furthermore, that

HISTORIC GAVEL. 

Bishop Morrison was the recipient of 
a historic gavel, of much more than 
ordinary interest, even as such things 
go. The donor was Rev. R. P. Howell 
of San Diego, the probable successur 
of Rev. Guiton Fisher at the West 
End Church, this city. The head of the 
gavel is made of wood from a pear 
tree planted by John Wesley at his 
own home in England, and was given 
20 Mr. Howell by Rev. Thomas Brig- 
den of Westminster, while Mr. Howell 
was in London in attendance at the 
Ecumenical Council. The handle is 
made from a piece of pine taken from 
the sill of the house in which the first 
Methodist conference was held in 
America, Which was in North Carolina 
in 1785. The silver band is made from 
the buckle worn at the knee of the 
the first American-born bishop of the 
Methodist church—Bishop William Mc- 
Kendree—and was given to Mr. Howell 
by Mrs. R. B. Borden of Richland, N. 
C., who is a great-niece of the first 
bishop. It was melted over to form 
the band of the gavel and is in- 
scribed with the facts here stated. 
On the handle is a silver plate bear- 
ing the narhe of Bish 


op Morrison. The

PRISON JUTE CONTRACT. The 
contract for the season's supply of 
jute for the penitentiary has been let 
at a distinctly lower price than has 
prevailed for some time. At the last 
meeting of the director’ of the State's 
penm@ttentiaries, five bids for 10,000 bales 
were received, the lowest being that of 
Eddy, Falk 4 American Trading Co., 


who were awarded the contract at 


$11.87 per bale for Stcamer shipment 
of about 2500 bales, and $11.62 per bale 
for the remainder, which will come by 
sailing vessel. The contract price last 


year was $12.60. 


HAWAII'S SUGAR CROP. The sec- 
retary of the Sugar Planters’ Associa- 
tion estimates that the Hawaiian crop 


of 1903 will prove to be 420,000 tons. 


This is an enormous output, the largest 
that has ever been obtained from the 
islands, The largest crop of the islands 


hitherto harvested, according to the 


Hawalian Star, was that of 1901, when 
360,038 tons were sent to market. The 
crop of 1902 aggregated 356,611 tons. The 
present crop is therefore far and away 
the largest crop ever produced on the 


islands. & is interesting to note the 
remarkable growth of Hawaii's great 
and main industry. In 1888 the sugar 
crop amounted to 152,621 tons. The next 
year, 1894, it yas 166,432 tons. A sud- 
den drop to 149,627 tons came in 1895. 
In 1896 it jumped to 225,828 tons and 
kept above the 200,000-ton mark till 


1900, when it stood at 289,544 tons. For 
the years 1901 and 1902 it was above 


the 350,000-ton mark, and in 1903 it 
has shot above 400,000

WINGARD’S ATTORNEY SAYS IT’S 
AN OUTRAGEOUS PLACE. 
Judge Trask Denies Habeas Corpus 
Petition, but Orders Law-breaking 
Druggist Kept in County Bastille Pend- 
ing Investigation of Seaside Prison. 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 29.—Superior 
Judge Trask today decided that Frank 
L. Wingard, the druggist, cannot ap- 
pest his case beyond the Superior 
Court. As it now stands Wingard 
must serve the thirty-day sentence. 
imposed by City Recorder Chapman, 
but there is a prospect th@t the 
month will be spent in more hospitable 
quarters than the Long Beach City 
Jail. 

The proceeding in Department Four 
of the Superior Court in Los Angeles 
this morning, Judge Trask presiding, 
was on a petition of habeas corpus. 
It was shown that Wingard had been 
convicted in the Recorder's court of 
Long Beach on a charge of violating 
the prohibition ordinance and that a 
thirty-day, sentence had been imposed. 
It was further shown that Superior 
Judge Smith had on appeal affirmed 
the judgment of the City Recorder, 
but had refused to issue a certificate 
of probable cause on which the de- 
fendant might base an appeal to the 
State Supreme Court. 

When H. C. Dlilon, Esq., for the de- 
fendant and City Attorney Baker for 
the municipality of Long Beach had 
concluded their arguments Judge 
Trask after a few minutes’ study, an- 
nounced his opinion that the case is 
one in which the State Supreme Court 

no yYurisdiction and that there- 
fore the Superior Court has no au- 
thority to order a stay of proceedings 
in the commitment. 

“T must confess, though,” said Judge 
Trask, that my sympathies are in- 
clined to be with the defendant. I can 
see how such a ruling will work a 
hardship on him.” 833 

“Before your honor issues the order 
remanding the defendant to the cus- 
City Marshal of Long 
Beach,” said Attorney Dillon, “I want 
to ask you to direct that he be com- 
mitted to the custody of the Sheriff 
and kept in the County Jail. That 
Citv Jail at Long Beach is not fit for 
the incarceration of a human being. 
It is a horrible and outrageous place, 
and to confine the defendant there for

“We do not claim that it is a 
palace; peither do we admit that it is 
the fearful thing described. Mr. Win- 
gard is entitled to just the same treat- 
ment as any other prisoner. We do 
not propose that he shall receive any 
more favors than would de granted 
to any person convicted of breaking 
the law.” 

“I would like to call your attention 
to the quality of the persecution that 
has been centered against the 
ant.“ said Attorney Dillon. There is 
something devilish in the disposition 
of these Prohibitionists.

Rumor that Valuable Holdings at 
Timm’s Point Will de Let Out by 
Railroad — Congressman McLachlan 
Sizes up Port Needs—Water in Week. 


SAN PEDRO, Oct. 29.—A well found- 
ed rumor is current to the effect that 
the Southern Pacific has at last de- 
cided to lease a portion of its valuable

This enterprise 
has been completed and in operation 
for several weeks, but whether it will 
remein in Wilmington depehds upon 
whether land at Timm’s has been se- 
cured. If the Southwestern has leased 
five acres gt Timm’s Point, as reported, 
it is 2 bable that the mill and 
lumber yards will de removed very 
soon. The expense of loading lumber 
on cars Qeferfauling it to Witmington, 
and then unloading before dressing it 
in the mill would be saved by the

After the verdict was announced yes- 
terday, United St Attorney Valen- 
tine asked for the lation ten days 
in which to file judgment of condemna- 
tion. It is the purpose of the attorneys 
for the defendants to move that the 
case be dismissed.
